First Lady Cancels Her 
Plane Reservations and

ROCHESTER, Minn., Sept. 7.— 
(P)—Mayo clinic physicians to- 
night announced James Roosevelt, 
son and personal seeretary of the 
President, would be operated upon 
the first of the week for a gastric 
ailment. 

Roosevelt said this morning he 
expected to leave tonight for the 
east and the bulletin from his phy- 
siclan came as a surprise to him, 
he said. He has been here twice 
this year for treatment of a small 
gastric ulcer. 

He arrived yesterday with his 
mother, who immediatel, cancelled 
her plane reservations and notified 
the President at Hyde Park. 

Dr. George Eusterman, head of 
the gastric section of the clinic is- 
sued this bulletin: 

“The results of treatment were 
rather disappointing, and Mr. 
Roosevelt will go into the hospital 
tomorrow for pre-operative prep- 
arations and will probably be oper- 
ated upon the first of the week.”

BILLION IN LOANS, 
DENIES WAR BASIS 


Financing at Lowest 
Rates Ever Offered Will 
Put Federal Debt at All 
Time, 38 Billion Peak. 


SUFFICIENT CASH 
FOR EMERGENCY 


$2,500,000,000 in Till Will 


Be Five Times Normal; | Brought No Bills for 


Refunding Is Premature 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(7)— 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau offered $1,133,460,900 
worth of bonds and notes for sale 
to investors today. This was the 
first major step to finance the huge 
spending program voted by. the 
last congress. 

The offer included $700,000,000 
of “new money” to finance part of 
the estimated $4,000,000,000 deficit 
to be incurred this fiscal year be- 
cause of enlarged relief, public 
works and national defense speénd- 
ing. 

An additional $433,460,900 worth 
of securities will be-sold to refi- 
nance an equal sum of treasury 
notes maturing December 15. 

Record Public Debt. 

The financing will send the fed- 
eral debt to a record of about $38,- 
300,000,000 on September 15, the 
issue date for the new securities. 
Although the debt is headed for 
another peak of more than $40,-) 
000,000,000 in the next yedtonéxt. 
week it already will be $22,000,- 
000,000 larger than the post-war 
low of December 31, 1930, and 
$12,000,000,000 more than the war- 
time peak set August 31, 1919. 

Morgenthau specifically denied 
that the size of the borrowing op- 
eration was influenced by the pos- 
sibility of a European war which 
might upset money markets, How- 
ever, observers noted that the bor- 
rowing, plus September 15 quar- 
terly income tax _ collections, 
would increase the treasury’s cash 
working balance to about $2,500,- 
000,000. 

Five Times Normal. 

This is five times as big as is 
customary in normal times, and 
big enough to last the treasury 
for many months if an emergency 
made further borrowing difficult 
or unusually expensive in the next 
few months. 

The secretary also said the $700,- 
000,000 new money financing 
equalled about a third of the open 
market borrowing anticipated in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1939, although September 15 is 
only one of the four customary 
financing dates in the year. 

Another indication of the pos- 
sibly precautionary nature of to- 
day’s financing was the premature 
refunding of the $433,460,900 notes 
maturing in December. 

However, persons in close touch 
with the treasury advanced an 
alternative reason for thé size of 
the new money borrowing and the 
early refunding. They said that 
interest rates are low and borrow- 
ing now might be cheaper than a 


1 few months hence, when reviving 


business might compete with the 
government for new capital. 
11-8 Per Cent Notes. 

The new cash will be borrowed 
on $400,000,000 of.12- to 14-year 
212 per cent bonds, and $300,000,- 
000 of 43-4 year 11-2 per cent 
notes. Holders of the December 
notes, which bore 11-4 per. cent, 
were offered a choice of either the 
bonds or notes, with an adjustment

The interest rates on both the 
bonds and notes are the lowest 


ever offered, but the treasury has 
borrowed on the same rates for 
slightly longer periods on previous 
occasions, so that financiers did 
not consider today’s offerings the 
cheapest on record. 

Morgenthau added that “until 
further notice” the treasury would 
continue to sell $100,000,000 of 91- 
day bills each week. But these 
borrowings will not affect the 
public debt, because the proceeds

Googe reviewed the labor rec- 
ords of George and his three op- 
ponents in the Democratic primary 
of September 14 in a speech broad- 
cast over a state-wide radio hook- 
up. 
He also dealt with the “request 
of some of our sincere brothers” 
that the American Federation of 
Labor withdraw its indorsement 
of George’s candidacy. 

Withdrawal Impossible. 

Googe said such a withdrawal 
would be impossible for two rea- 
sons. 

“First,” he said, “the officers of 
the American Federation of Labor 
would have to violate their oath of 
office ‘by failing towsupport a.sen~ 
Btér ‘whose record was so fdvor- 
able. 

“Second, it would be a physical 
impossibility to expunge the rec- 
ord Senator Georg@*has made in 
his 16 years of service.” 

Googe mentioned that the AFL 
was opposing the candidacy of 
Senator Millard Tydings, Demo- 
crat, Maryland, and supporting his 
opponent, Representative David| 
Lewis. He also said the AFL sup- 
ported the candidacy of Senator 
Ellison D. (Cotton Ed) Smith, of 
South Carolina, who was opposed 
by Roosevelt-indorsed Governor 
Olin D. Johnston. Smith triumph- 
ed in last week’s election, 

Praises Roosevelt. 

Googe praised the President and 
recalled that he, himself, drafted 
the resolution by which the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor supported 
Mr. Roosevelt’s nomination in 
1932 at the Chicago convention. 

Dealing with George’s opponents 
first, Googe said Ex-Governor 
Eugene Talmadge had a labor rec- 
ord that was “an open. book of 
sounding brass and glistening bay- 
onets and John Whitley’s 15-cent 
an hour’ wages.” 

(Whitley, a LaGrange contractor, 
has been a supporter of Tal- 
madge’s political: campaigns.) 

Googe said that while he would 
not charge Lawrence S. Camp, 
presidentially-indorsed foe of 
George, “with being unfriendly” to 
labor, the examination of the 
house journals of the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly during Camp’s 
} tenure as a representative did not 
show he sponsored any particular 
labor legislation. 

He said while Camp was a rep- 
resentative, from 1921 to 1924, 
“there was no roll call vote but 
the majority of the house voted 
against the ratification of the child 
labor amendment to the federal 
constitution.” 

_ Mentions McRae. 

He said on other labor legisla- 
tion, there apparently was only 
acclamation vote, hence he had no 
way of telling how Camp. stood. 

William G. McRae, Atlanta at- 
torney, also served in the Georgia 
house, representing Fulton. coun- 
ty. Googe said he also apparently 
was not on record as voting one 
way or the other on labor meas- 
ures,

Swiss Also Strengthen Line; 
France Continues Massing 
of Troops. 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—(UP)—Bel- 
gium, like France, is taking ex- 
tensive “security measures” along 
her eastern frontier line adjoining 
Germany and has arranged for 
speedy mobilization of her fight- 
ing forces, it was revealed tonight. 


The Belgian defense measures, 
carried out under personal direc- 
tion of King Leopold III, were de- 
scribed in Paris as being “comple- 
mentary” to France’s reinforce- 
ment of her own Maginot line of 
sunken forts stretching for 200 
miles along the German frontier 
from Belgium to Switzerland. 

Switzerland, it was disclosed, is 
accelerating the fortification of 
her northern and eastern frontiers 
with Germany and has rushed six 
or eight special frontier companies 
into these areas, augmented by a 
standing army of about 10,000 
men. 

France continued to pour re- 
servists. into the Maginot line, 
ready to meet any emergency 
brought about by massing of l,- 
350,000 German troops beyond the 
Rhine, and mobilized the civilian 
population of Paris for anti-air- 
craft rehearsals beginning tomor- 
row.

NURNBERG—Henlein returned to 
Czechslovakia after a confer- 
ence with Hitler to investigate 
the incident and with orders to 
reject latest Czech peace offers. 
The Fuehrer reviewed 40,000 
Labor Service youths, who 
chanted “All who ere Germans” 
must belorig to Germany.” Hit- 
ler turned to direct negotiations 
with Britain in a white heat of 
anger aroused by Czech inci- 
dent. 

PARIS—Belgium and Switzerland 
manned border fortifications

reinforcements. War mobiliza- 
tion instructions were issued 
prefects.

LONDON—Official inspiration of 
the secession proposal was de- 
nied.

tion of the recently authorized 
state health, welfare and education 
building, a delegation of DeKalb 
county representatives told. the 
Capitol Square Improvement Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

Pointing out that the purpose of 
the federal spending program is 


delegates made a vigorous plea 
that granite be used in the con- 
struction of the building, which 
will be financed partially by fed- 
eral funds. 

Preliminary plans, which archi- 
tects said are about 85 per cent 
complete, call for limestone or 
marble. After the hearing, the 
committee authorized granite man- 
ufacturers to submit prices, and 
promised them the matter would 
be taken under advisement. 

State Products Stressed. 

The committee is composed of 
Dr, T. F. Abercrombie, director of 
the State Department of Public 
Health; Lamar Murdaugh, director 
of the State Department of Public 
Welfare; Dr. M. D. Collins, state 
school superintendent, and Edwin 
Thrasher, assistant state auditor. 

The representatives stressed the 
importance of buying Georgia 
products rather than going out of 
the state for materials, and ex- 
plained that the use of Georgia 
Zranite would be economically

go out of the state to get materials 
wien we have better materials; 
right here in our own back yard.” | 

Senator Paul Lindsay, of the 
34th district, asserted there was 
“no excuse for any public building 
in Atlanta being constructed of 
anything other than granite.” 

The representatives declared 
that granite would be slightly 
higher than marble but added that 
the wage differential of approxi- 
mately 50 per cent between gran- 
ite cutters and marble workmen 
accounted for a large part of the 
difference.

AN UNECONOMIC BURDEN 

It becomes increasingly clear, day by day, 
that the back-breaking taxes imposed on oleo- 
margarine—a food product manufactured large- 
ly from cottonseed oil—are ill-advised, as well 
as uneconomic. Within the past few weeks two 
official government studies substantiated this 
view. 

In a release captioned “The Dairy Situation,” 
the United States Department of Agriculture 
completely spiked that often asserted fallacy 
of eastern and mid-western butter producers 
that every pound of margarine sold displaces a 
pound of butter. The price differential is so 
great between margarine and butter, according 
to the same source, they are not directly com- 
. petitive. Even if margarine sales were elimi- 
nated entirely, there would be very little, if any, 
increase in the’ sale of butter. The effect would 
simply be to remove the poor man’s “butter” 
from his table. 

Inasmuch as the United States now con- 
sumes all the butter it produces, taxing oleo- 
margarine off the market entirely, as seems to 
be so greatly desired in some quarters, would 
bring .about the necessity of importing butter 
from foreign countries. It would, therefore, 
benefit foreign dairy farmers directly at the ex- 
pense of the southern farmer and cotton oil 
producer. 

Unfortunately, none of the studies by gov- 
ernment, state or private agency, seem to take 
into consideration the needs, and the ability to 
pay, of the potential corsumer of butter—the 
poor man who would like to have butter but 
can’t afford to pay for it. When the subject 
of butter is debated, the thought seems to pre- 
vail that every poor family in the nation has 
a bountiful supply in the larder. It is a well- 
knewn fact that the absence of real butter or 
oleomargarine, the poor man’s butter, is one 
of the main deficiencies in the diet of the poor 
worker and his family. 

To impose discciminatory and punitive taxes 
on oleomargarine, a low-cost, highly nutritious 
food product, needed by the low-income con- 
sumer, is utter economic folly. Its sale scarcely 
effects the sale of butter, as pointed out by the 
Department of Agriculture, and every cent of 
tax laid against it is not only an added burden 
on the southern farmer, but is taken out of the 
diet of the poorest families in America. 


LLOYD’S AND A THIRD TERM 

Lloyd’s of London, that famous house that 
writes insurance on almost any imaginable risk, 
has refused to quote rates for insurance against 
a third term in the White House for President 
Roosevelt. 

A Washington publishing company, planning 
to launch a new weekly, decided its success or 
failure hinged, chiefly, upon whether Roosevelt 
becomes the first American president to serve 
a third term. The company sought insurance, 
through Lloyd’s, against this contingency. 
Lloyd’s of London is usually ready to quote rates 
on any possible contingency under the sun. On 
this risk, however, they refused even to make 
a rate. 

No reason for the refusal was given, but it 
is Safe to presume it was based upon the 
world situation, rather than upon domestic and 
political affairs in the United States. 

The possibility of Roosevelt being a candi- 
date for re-election in 1940 is still merely sub- 
ject of speculation. No direct intimation as to 
how the President feels on the question has yet 
geome from the White House. If he does run, 
there is no certainty he will be elected. There- 
fore it would appear to be a proper subject for 
Lloyd’s, in so far as this country and its politics 
are concerned. 


However, if looked at from the world view, 


the subject assumes a different complexion. 

Surmising that Lloyd’s has information 
which convinces the firm another great world 
war is coming, the probable explanation of the 
third term risk refusal becomes apparent. 

If the second world war comes, and if the 
United States is involved, the re-election of 
President Roosevelt would be much more likely. 
So much more, in fact, that Lloyd’s might well 
feel it could not afford to take a business posi- 
tion to the contrary.

THE DRIVE FOR HANKOW > 


In recent weeks the development of news 


from other portions of the globe has largely 
pushed the Sino-Japanese war off the front 
— of newspapers in this country. Politics 
in Georgia and other states, presidential ac- 
tivity in the so-called “purge” attempts against 
Democratic members of congress, the darkening 
war clouds in Europe, have combined to draw 
attention away from the fighting in China. 

Latest news reports from that front tell of 
new difficulties which have halted the Japanese 
in their drive against Hankow, provisional cap- 
ital of the Chinese government. For months 
the Japanese have been held at bay as they 
sought to push along the Yangtze river, held ap- 
proximately 135 miles from their objective. Re- 
cently they have made some advances, but latest 
reports tell they are again halted, now some 
100 miles from Hankow. 

Military observers, have said the Japanese 
army command considers this campaign against 
Hankow as the most important in all the “un- 
declared war.” They believe that, once they 
capture Hankow, organized Chinese resistance 
will be broken. The rape of China will be com- 
plete and she will tie helpless at the feet of the 
Japanese despoilers, That is what the Japanese 
believe. 

But it is proving far more difficult to cap- 
ture Hankow than the Japanese dreamed. 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and his armies 
are putting up a resistance so stubborn it is 
the marvel of the world. The possibility is 
looming that Japan, after all, may not capture 
the city. 

Even if Japanese war machines do roll 
through the streets of Hankow, however, the 
war will not be over. The Chinese are even now 
prepared to move their capital to another site. 
Armies may re- form and return Once again to 
battle. re 
Though big scale waitsire ‘should end, there 
will still be the never-ending guerrilla fighting 
of the Chinese against the hated invaders. And 
every day the final victory is delayed, is to the 
benefit of China, For Japanese resources are 
nearing depletion. Npt forever can the island 
kingdom of the Mikado sustain such a war as 
this. 

Time fights on the side of China. And the 
Japanese are once again halted on the march 
to Hankow. More and more the shadow.of ulti- 
mate defeat darkens over the Japanese army. 
If that defeat comes, it means passing of Japan 
from the list of first rank powers of the world.

There was a little story in newspapers the 
other day which, though told in few words, 
drew a picture of determined courage which 
should inspire many discouraged ones to con- 
tinue the fight against troubles and hardships 
and ill luck. 

A farmer in Ohio stumbled into a bog, in the 
dark. He sank to his neck, but saved himself 
from complete submergence by hanging on to a 
tree stump. He remained in that predicament, 
only his head above the treacherous mud, for 
six days and nights. Then he was found and 
rescued by police, searching for him, 

Imagine, if you can, the emotions and 
thoughts that came to that man during 144 
hours of such an experience. Each hour of 
them all must have seemed an age, each minute 
a new agony of horror and of fear. Yet, through 
all those minutes and hours, he held on. Hun- 
ger and weakness added their tortures. Yet he 
held on. Many times he must have abandoned 
hope, knowing that the end could only be a 
matter of a short time. Yet he held on. 

It should make whiners ashamed. Think of 
the thousands who have given up, in far easier 
predicaments, and then think again of that 
farmer, arms weaker every hour, yet who held 
on for almost a week, to be rescued at last. 

There never was a finer illustration of the 
ancient adage, “while there is life there is hope.”

UNEMPLOYMENT CAUSES ' 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 

The unemployment problem of this country {s 
due primarily to the addition to our total labor 
forces of about 621,000 persons annually, according 
to the National Industrial Conference Board. It 
is pointed out that, if there had been no growth in 
the labor force of the country since 1929, the pres- 
ent number of unemployed would be no greater 
than 1929. The board attributes the growth of the 
labor force to the increase in population because 
of excess of births over deaths, immigration and 
the entry of women into the ranks of commerce 
and industry. 

A distinction should be drawn between these 
causes, with the increasing number of women in 
employment on the one side and the other causes 
on the other. Distinction is found in the fact that 


the other causes do not tend to increase the ratio 


of the labor forces to the whole population of the 
United States, whereas the entry of millions of 
women into the wage-earning class during the last 
twenty years has greatly increased this ratio. The 
board’s statement can be carried a little further 
because statistics will show that, if there had not 
been a rapid increase in the number of women in 
the salaried and wage-earning classes during .fhe 
last two decades, the number of unemployed would 
be small today. 

The foregoing statements are ‘not intended to 
raise the issue of whether Women should or should 
not seek economic independence, but the plain 
facts should be kept in mind because of their 
clarifying effect with respect to the oft-repeated, 
untrue statement that labor-saving machinery is 
responsible for unemployment today. Henry Ford 
is right in his contention that labor-saving ma- 
chinery increases jobs. Despite the depression, 
there are more jobs per capita in the United States 
today than there were a quarter of a century 
ago, and they are better paying jobs than they 
were as an average a quarter of a century ago. 
Yet, we hear the constant assertion~that labor- 
saving machinery has thrown idle men into the 
streets. The fact is that it is politically much 
safer to blame labor-saving machinery than it is to 
blame working women. It has been the influx 
of the millions of working women into the salary 
and wage-earning classes that has brought about 
the maladjustment. One can’t blame the women, 
but certainly iabor-saving machinery that has 
done so much for the advancement of our stand-

Samuel Roseman, of the 
New York supreme court. 


CURSED AND CURSING It seems a little ironic, siiler the 


circumstances, that the departing 
Berle back should be the target for the curses of his brain trust 
successors. The New Deal left-wingers, and especially those close 
to the White House, have no names bad enough to call him. “Tory,” 
“Morgan’s man,” defender of monopoly” and ‘big business’ borer 
from within” are a selection of the milder epithets. For his part, 
Berle leaves convinced that bis successors are intriguers, hungry 
for power, not to be trusted by honest men. 

The truth is, of course, that the whole misunderstanding is pretty 
silly. Yet it casts an interesting illumination on the current Wash- 
ington scene. 

Berle’s explanation, of the new left-wingers’ attitude attributes 
to them a remarkable degree of suspicion. When he left the ad- 
ministration for the first time’to serve New York’s Mayor Fiorello 
LaGuardia, one of his tasks was to put New York financing on a 
sounder basis. At that time, all city bonds were handled by a syn- 
dicate headed by the. Chase bank. .Interest rates were preternatu- 
rally high, and Berle thought a little competition would improve 
matters. Accordingly he approached J. P. Morgan & Co. and ar- 
ranged for the formation of a rival syndicate. Interest rates did 
come down. At the same time, however, Berle has told his friends, 
the New Deal left-wingers gave him a Morgan label. 


SACRED COWS The left-wingers, on the other hand, accuse 

Berle of supporting Henry Morgenthau and 
Jesse Jones in their last winter’s stand against renewed spending 
and, worse still, of attempting to undermine the monopoly inves- 
tigation. A Berle memorandum, slipped out two weeks ago, at- 
tacked the trust-busting theories of Solicitor ‘General Robert H. 
Jackson, the undistributed profits tax of Treasury General Counsel 
Herman Oliphant, and several other sacred cows. A Brahman 
watching an Englishman heartlessly feeding on beef could not have 
been angrier than the New Dealers. 

Altogether, it’s too bad, for Berle did useful work in his short 
second term of office. He was originally brought down, at the 
suggestion of Undersecretary of State Sumner Welles, to help on 
Latin-American problems. With Cordell Hull and Welles, he helped 
devise many of the expedients with which the United States is now 
repelling Fascist penetration to the southward, Throughout the 
spring barrage of insinuation against Hull’s management of foreign 
policy, Berle stood at Hull’s elbow and joined in determining the 
secretary to stick by his guns. 

Besides these State Department tasks, Berle handled odd jobs. 
A study of the St. Lawrence waterway and ee ees question was 
prepared by his hand. He attended the La Follettes’ Progressive 
conference at Madison as Mayor LaGuardia’s delegate and the Presi- 
dent’s private observer. He maintained the important liaison be- 
tween New York’s fighting mayor and the White House. Altogether, 
while somewhat glib and easily convinced of his own intellectual 
powers, he was a pretty good public servant, 


A PRETTY MORAL Of course, the real reason that Berle and 


the left-wingers failed to get along was 
that they would not work together. It would be wrong to blame 
Berle’s departure on the displeasure of the left wing. He announced 
at the start that he would get out soon. Yet it is certainly very 
likely he would have stayed if the atmosphere had been a bit more 


friendly. And that brings us to the moral of the tale—before you 
take a job in Washington, be sure you make the right friends.

With the kind of 
audience that would shout jeering 
insults at any performer who failed 
to please, but would give super- 
generously of applause to one who 
suited their desires. 
. It was at the rear of a saloon 
and half the audience would get 
up and go back for a drink when 
an unpopular “turn” came on the 
stage. Smoking was permitted 
and the place reeked with the 
deadly fumes of the black tobacco 
of terrific strength the British 
working man favors for his clay 
cuddy. 


Big-Hearted 
Proprietor. 


Now the proprietor of the Argyle 
was one of the most sympathetic 
and generous men who ever lived. 
Especially for variety performers. 

He has, undoubtedly, literally 
saved hundreds of them, down on 
their luck, from starvation or sui- 
cide. Saved them with a tactfully 
given sum of money, generally 
disguised as an “advance” on some 
never-to-be-fulfilled engagement 
at his house. He used this just as 
an excuse for his charity. 

Many others, however, he saved 
by giving them a genuine engage- 
ment for a week or so, at his 
theater. Unknows, they would be 
booked at a generous salary and 
would do their little stunts on the 
stage and thus regain independ- 
ence and pride too, for the time 
being at least. 

But this proprietor had an un- 
canny gift for recognizing future 
genius when he saw it in embryo. 

If one of these “charity” per- 
formers convinced his benefactor 
that he really “had something,” 


him for his week’s work, but 
would sign a contract for, say ten 
years, or longer, guaranteeing the 
man or woman a couple or three 
or four weeks’ engagement at the 
Argyle each year for the life of 
the contract.

which they suffer. 
thousands of miles at much per- 
sonal expense to play in great and 
secondary tournaments, knowing 
that they are bucking a brace 
game whose rewards are hardly 
comparable to the miserable pay- 
off handed down by the policy 
racketeers. The capital prize of 
the United States open champion- 
ship is only $1,000 and that of the 
British open 100 pounds, and there 
can be only one winner each year 
of each of these paltry tips, though 
hundreds of good men compete. 

Mr. Sarazen’s lament is further 
developed in the current Collier’s 
—a sad story of a erying shame, 
but less pathetic, on the whole, 
than that of the ill-used hundreds 
of professional writers who buck 
the chancy whims and tastes of 
the magazines. Here is a large 
class of more or less qualified per- 
formers who not only gamble 
their time and ability in a highly 
speculative field but often, when 
they have turned in first-class 
work representing diligent digging 
and fine skill, find their copy toss- 
ed back to be tinkered over to suit 
an editor’s arbitrary formula or 
personal! taste. 

In fiction the leading magazines 
have adopted patterns as ‘rigid as 
linoleum cuts, roughly comparable 
to those of the Hollywood trade. 
Boy and girl must be brought to- 
gether or left in peril at certain 
intervals of the serial to mark the 
installment endings, regardless of 
the natural history developnient of 
the story at the hands of a skilled. 
narrator. So back goes the writer 
to his desk to sweep aside his 
mounting bills and do it over. This 
means, of course, that the contin- 
uity, even the plot, must be twisted 
out of shape and rebuilt, one pain- 
ful word after another, with no 
certainty that even when it has 
been changed to the editor’s speci- 
fications he will not finally turn it 
down—just because.

the field of magazine fiction, what 
with taboos and house policies and 
the demand for text to be wrapped 
around the razor blades and heat- 
ing systems in the rear of the book.

which, having, now been done to 
their particular orders, is hoplessly 
unsalable anywhere else. 

Writers of this unhappy class 
console themselves with the not 
very nourishing thought that ed- 
itors are but thwarted writers in 
more or less human form. How- 
ever true this thought might be, it 
buys no pork chops or shoes for 
the baby, nor does it mitigate the 
cruelty with which writers are 
kept dangling. 


Hay-Chasing Magazine _ writ- 
ing, except for a 
Occupation very few box of- 
fice names, is a hay-chasing job, 
engaging many more earnest 
workers than professional golf. 
Like golf, it is almost wholly spec- 
ulative, but, worse, the writer 
often is led by hopes and half- 
promises to perform hard work, 
taking weeks of time, for which he 
receives no pay at all in the end. 

In one of our most brilliant 
slick-paper publications the fin- 
ished product is a reliable joy, but 
the casual customer sees nothing 
of the exactions, the waste of ef- 
fort and the harsh disappointments 
which never even reach the hell 
box.

‘Georgia Votes as She D--n Pleases’ 


Former United States senator and former Governor of Georgia, 
Thomas W. Hardwick expresses his views on the coming senatorial 
primary in the following communication. 


If the President of the United 
States is to tell us how to vote 
and whom we shall send to the 
senate, then we had just as well do 


away with elections, and let the 
President run the whole show, in- 
cluding the courts. 

That is exactly what is being 
done today in Germany, in Italy, 
and in Russia. In each of these 
countries “the leader,” whatever 
his title, is the despot who con- 
trols all branches of the govern- 
ment, and the right and liberties 
of the individual citizen have 
withered and perished. Freedom 
is no more. 

If only “yes men,” who will do 
just what the President and his 
lieutenants tell them to do, are to 
be sent to the congress then we 
had just as well send bellboys and 
bootblacks up there to represent 
us, for they can push a button and 
register a vote as well as Solomon 
could have done it, and it would 
be a pity to wast valuable men on 
such menial service. Worthwhile 
men might be of some value to us 
at home, but could be of no value 
to us there. 

Indeed, if we are to have only 
“yes” mén in congress, we had 
just as well abolish congress and 
save the millions that the country 
spends for its salaries and expen- 
ses. 

It was for reasons of this kind 
that the fathers who made our 
constitution wisely provided for a 
distribution of the powers of the 
government among its legislative, 


-executive and judicials branches. 
'Such a distribution was considered 


the surest safeguard against des- 
potism and the strongest guaranty 
of freedom. To strengthen that 
guaranty it was further provided 
that each of these divisions of the 
government was to remain forever 
free and independent of each of 
the other two. 

It was for these reasons that our 
first and greatest President, 
George Washington, laid down the 
rule since followed by every Pres- 
ident, except one, up to Mr. Roose- 
velt, that the President should not 
advise the election or defeat of any 
candidate for congress, even in his 
own state. 

Mr. Roosevelt having first ap- 
plied to agriculture, industry, 
business and the country general- 
ly, un-Democratic and un-Ameri- 
can regimentation control and dic- 
tation, modeled along the lines of 
similar activitiesin European coun- 
tries, now undertakes, jm slavish 
imitation of Stalin, Mussplini and 
Hitler, a “purge” of those brave 
and independent spirits in con- 
gress who incurred his displeasure 
by failing to agree with him on 
every occasion and every question, 
and of failing to sneeze every time 
he takes cnuff. 

If his “purge” can succeed then 
American liberty will be “purged” 
of all its vitality and American 
freedom will be a memory only, 
lost by the unworthy descendants 
of the men who shed their blood 
to gain them both,

to preserve them. 


Any course that seeks to control} 


or tends to trammel that ballot 
is a deadly assult upon the rights 
and liberties of free men. 

At Barnesville, Ga., on August 


11, President Roosevelt, in viola- 
tion of the best American tradi- 
tions, “advised” us that we should 
defeat Senator George, pass over 
ex-Governor Talmadge, and clect 
a young and practically untried 
citizen, United States Attorney 
Lawrence Camp, as our senator. 

It is true that he sought to pal- 
liate his course by claiming that 
his “advice” had been requested 
by “many distinguished‘ Geor- 
gians”—only one of whom he 
named, however. He sought to 
excuse his conduct by describing 
himself as “a Democratic Yan- 
kee” and as “a part-time resident 
of Georgia,” and by saying “the 
people of Georgia, in the coming 
senatorial primary, have a right 
to choose any candidate you wish. 
I do not seek to impair that 
right.” If not, why did he, an 
outsider, “a Democratic Yankee,” 
assume to “advise” us, in terms so 
strong that they amounted to di- 
rection, what we should do and 
for whom we should or should not 
cast our votes? 

Besides the hollowness of his 
pretense that he Was merely giv- 
ing us “advice,” which he had 
been askéd to give, and did not 
seek to constrain us, was plainly 
shown when he removed from a 
federal office a distinguished son 
of Georgia, Mr. Edgar Dunlap, of 
Gainesville, whose sole offense 
was the support cf Senator 
George, after presidential “‘advice” 
to the contrary, at the same time 
retaining in office and on the fed- 
eral pay roll his “anointed” can- 
didate, Mr. Lawrence Camp, 
United States attorney for the 
northern district of Georgia, and 
his corps of assistants. 

Further ‘proof of the kind of 
“advice” he gave us at Barnes- 
ville is not needed If it were, 
it could be found in abundant 
measure in the pernicious activity 
of practically every federal office- 
holder, high and low, in Georgia, 
in support of Mr. Camp and in op- 
position to Senator George and 
Mr. Talmadge. 

There are doubtless many ml- 
nor issues involved in this cam- 
paign. They are all relatively un- 
important. They sink into insig- 
nificance when we are faced by 
the fundamental issue raised by 
the President’s course and con- 
duct, by his effort to control the 
election and to meddle therein. 

We were born free meén and, 
please God, we intend to die free 
men, 

We can do it in no other way 
except by preserving our sacred 
right to a free and untrammeled 
ballot. In no other way can we 
preserve and transmit to our chil- 
dren and our children’s children 
those same rights and liberties that 
were left. to us by our fathers and

CLOUDY AND WARM 
FORECAST TODAY 


Bureau Reports Northern 
Counties Hit by Short- 
age of Rainfall. 


Partly cloudy weather, the order 


of the day for the last week, will 
continue today, Meteorologist 
George W. Mindling said yester- 
day. Temperature extremes are 
expected to be near 72 and 88 de- 
grees. Yesterday’s high of 88 was 
registered -at 3 o’clock, before 
heavy clouds shielded the city and 
thermometers from the sun. 

In its weekly report, the bureau 
said the week was “too hot and 
dry, with the exception of bene- 
ficial showers in small and scat- 
tered areas.” 

Northern counties are the most 
seriously hit by the lack of water, 
the report continued, with the 
growth of minor crops and vege- 
tables seriously impaired. Some 
sources reported pastures are fail- 
ing in many places. No reports, 
however, have been received of 
shortage in water supplies. 

The dry weather was favorable, 
however, for picking and ginning 
cotton which “is near completion 
in southernmost counties and has 
proceeded rapidly over the central 
section,” the bureau said. 

“Complaints of poor yield are 
general throughout the state,” the 
report stated, and “in the northern 
section leaves are becoming yellow 
in many places, heavy shedding of 
late blooms has occurred, and 
there has been a great deal of pre- 
mature opening.” 

Grain harvest was reported in 
‘progress in the southern section 
and most corn has matured north- 
ward to the mountain area. How- 
ever, there is a good deal of late

Although shortage of vitamin D 
and consequent deficiency in cal- 
cium and phosphorous assimila- 
tion and utilization is a common 
cause of “nervous weakness,” and 
shortage of vitamin B is a common 
cause of neuritis, we must remem- 
ber that these are not the only 
causes of the conditions men- 
tioned. 

Other specific causes of neuritis 
(nerve inflammation) are chronic 
lead poisoning, chronic arsenic 
poisoning, injury of the nerve, 
chronic alcoholism, carbon monox- 
ide poisoning, carbon bisulphide 
poisoning, benzene (benzol the 
solvent, not benzine or gasoline), 
and infection. 

In no instance is it advisable or 
even safe for one who has or be- 
lieves he has neuritis to attempt 
the diagnosis and treatment of his 
own -trouble. The constant care 
and treatment of a physician is as 
essential as it is for broken arm. 
Here we can make only a few per- 
tinent observations to counteract 
certain popular fallacies. 

Neuritis is literally inflammation 
of nerve, One nerve or many may 
be involved, but the condition 
never jumps about nor “bothers” 
today or this week and not to- 
morrow or next week. In other 
words it is a silly fad to call vague 
aches or pains “neuritis’”—as silly 
as it is to call them “rheumatism.” 
Pain, indeed, is not an essential 
symptom or sign of neuritis. The 
diagnosis of neuritis rests on other 
signs (rather than symptoms) elic- 
ited by the phySician’s examina- 
in the earlier stage, some of them 
becoming manifest in a later stage 
of the trouble, notably atrophy or 
wasting and flabbiness, paresis, 
weakening or paralysis of muscles 
supplied by the affected nerve or 
nerves. Impairment or loss of re- 
flexes and the reaction of degen- 
eration under the galvanic test are 
other signs of neuritis. 

“Wrist drop,” that is, weakening, 


paresis or partial paralysis of 


‘muscles of the forearm which ex-, 


tend or straighten out the wrist, is 
a familiar evidence of lead poison- 
ing, as in painters, but occurs also 
from alcoholism in heavy drink- 
ers or secret topers, and some- 
times from pressure on the trunk 
of the same nerve (musculo- 
spiral) in the arm by crutch or by 
lying heavily on the arm (during 
deep sleep, coma or prolonged an- 
esthesia). 

“Steppage gait” is characteristic 
of neuritis of the perineal nerve in 
the leg, from early locomtor taxia, 
diabetes, chronic arsenic poison- 
ing, sometimes chronic alcoholism; 
the patient in walking has to raise 
the foot very high at each step 
because the toes droop and power 
to flex the foot or draw up the 
foot is impaired or lost. 

Facial palsy, painless, loss of 
function of muscle of one side of 
the face, so that the patient is un- 
able to frown, open and shut the 
eye, show his teeth, smile, whistle 
or blow out his cheeks, is a fairly 
common occurrence, usually being 
first noticed on awakening in the 
morning.

How could 
such a mighty body of water be 
pumped away with windmill 
power? 

Modern methods of pumping— 
by steam and electric power— 
started the talk again. The Dutch 
asked one another, “Why not build 
a great dam across the space 
where the sand dunes used to hold 
the North sea back?” 

_At last the Dutch government 
answered, “Yes!” Plans were 
made, and money was voted for 
‘ine purpose. Work was started 
on a dam across 20 miles of 


did much to get it started. At 


| first it was. believed the cost would / 


be $250,000,000, but now it looks 
as though the nation will pay 
something like $400,000,000 for 
the work. 

The 20-mile dam was built 
mainly of boulder-clay, but large 
“mattress rafts” were sunk near it 
to guard against currents which 
night eat into the clay. The mat- 
tress rafts were made of brush- 
wood, and were cpvered with 
small stones and chunks of granité 
at the time they were sunk. 

The last gap in the mighty dam 
was filled in on a May day in 1932. 
Sirens and whistles sounded, and a 
radio broa‘icast told the people of 
Holland and other countries about 
the event.

Yes, the gap was filled, but it 
was by no means t..e end of the 
project. There remained, and still 
remains, a vast amount of work 
to do. It is expected that the 
pumping of the water will be fin- 
ished about 1950. 


Not all of the Zuider Zee will 
be made dry land. A large area 
will contain water, but engineers 
say it will be a fresh-water lake 
fed by a river. 


The land pumped dry will be 
divided into four sections which 
the Dutch speak of as “polders.” 
"ach polder will Le guarded by its 
own dams, or dikes. The small~ 
est of ‘the polders was made ready 
for farming a few years ago, of- 
fering about 20,000 acres of rich 
farming land. All told, the proj- 
ect will add more than half a mil- 
lion acres of Jand to Holland.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Persist- 
ent weakness in wheat continues 
to create concern. Explanations 
of the day-to-day fluctuations are 
not always very logical, as, for ex- 
ample, the reason given for the 
wide-open break in Chicago and 
Liverpool at the start of the week 
that reports from abroad seemed 
to indicate a lessening of the war 
tension, 

That was evidently based on the 
tradition that wheat must go up 
when war threatens and react 
when peace seems more secure. 


The recent record, however, gives 
little support to the proposition. 
The main trend in the wheat mar- 
ket has been downward for 
months, regardless of the situation 


jabroad. Fundamentally, wheat is 


weak because prospective supply 
so greatly exceeds prospective de- 
mand. = 


The best estimates are that grain 
available for export from all the 
producing countries will be almost 
twice as much as the importing 
countries can use. It is this fact 
that has carried the price in this 
country down to the lowest in six 
years and, if allowance be made 
for the devaluation of the dollar, 
to the lowest in a much longer 
time. 


Wheat at 63 cents a bushel val- 
ued in the present dollar is equiv- 
alent to about 31 cents in the old 
gold dollar. In 1932, the low for 
wheat was around 45 cents, so 
that on this basis wheat currently 
is selling at 13 or 14 cents lower 
than it did in 1932. An ounce of 
gold will buy over 55 bushels of 
wheat now; in 1932, an ounce of 
gold would buy only about 44 
bushels. However, by any man- 
ner of calculation, wheat is criti- 
cally low. 


It is not so serious for the wheat 
farmer, although it is bad enough, 
as it is for the taxpayer who, how- 
ever, does not realize it. Both in 


national treasuries carry the bur- 
den and in the last analysis the 
only source from which they can 
replenish their resources is the 
pocket of the taxpayer. It may 
be of course that the general wel- 
fare warrants that method of ap- 
proach, 

One more word. The decline in 
wheat, important as it is, must not 
be considered typical of prices in 
general. There is no prospect of 
a new deflation such as swept over 
the whole world six years ago.

Largely in response to sudden up- 
turns of the New York Stock 
Market, Chicago wheat prices late 
today substituted about a cent 
gain for earlier equal losses. 
, Chicago traders ignored the cir- 
cumstance that the jumps of se- 
curities were attributed to reports 
the Sudeten Germans had made a 
tentative acceptance to proposals 
for a basis of negotiations with 
Czechoslovakia, and that peace 
chances appeared better. Not un- 
til after grain dealings were ended 
for the day was it known the 
Sudeten German party had again 
broken off negotiations. 

A notable late upward trend of 
the Winnipes Wheat Market 
served as an additional stimulus 
here. Export purchases of Can- 
adian wheat were estimated as to- 
taling 850,000 bushels, the first 
major buying from Nerth America 
that European countries have done 
in some time. 


Dominated at first by talk prev-| 


alent that exporting countries had 
begun a severe competitive selling 
campaign, Chicago wheat values 
temporarily tumbled to fresh 6- 
year bottom records. However, 
an about-face started when the 
Liverpool market showed a dispo- 
sition to follow rather than lead 
the action of prices this side of the 
Atlantic, and the Winnipeg market 
displayed recuperative power. Re- 
newed uneasiness, too, was voiced 
in various quarters that European 
political conditions were again 
more strained. 

Corn advanced independently of 
wheat. Unfavorable crop reports 
from Indiana and Illinois were an 
incentive to buy. R. O. Cromwell 
wired that Indiana corn from In- 
dianavolis to Louisville is below 
average. ‘

The delegations came for the 
most part from old Milton and 
Campbell counties, and several 
prominent Fulton county residents 
spoke, urging the commission to 
retain the department and not to 


}surrender its convict camps. 


Following withdrawal of the 
crowd, which taxed the capacity 
of the meeting room and spread 
into the corridors, the commission 
delegated itself as a body to attend 
a meeting at Rich’s tea room at 10 
o’clock this morning to discuss rec- 
ommendations of a citizens’ co- 
ordinating committee for a public 
improvement program calling for 
expenditure of from $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000. 

Among other recommendations 
of the citizens’ group was one urg- 
ing the county to curtail the oper- 
ations of the public works depart- 
ment, 

To Confer on Finances, 


The commission made no effort 
to solve the perplexing tax rate 
problem which has commanded 
the attention of the group for the 
last several weeks. Under the law, 
the 1938 tax rate must be fixed 
in September. 


Commissioners recessed the 
meeting for further conferences 
with members of the Atlanta 
Clearing House Association on car- 
rying over a part of 1938 obliga- 
tions to 1939, thus avoiding the 
necessity of increasing taxes about 
3 mills to balance the 1938 budget. 

Chairman J, A. Ragsdale and 
other members of the commission 
asserted they will vote to increase 
taxes only as a last resort. 

At least two of the five members 
of the group—Troy G. Chastain 
and Dr. Charles R. Adams—an- 
nounced they will not vote for 
a tax increase, although James L. 
Respess, county auditor, has said 


balance the budget. The county 
levy was 10 mills in 1937. 
Among those who protested 
against curtailment of the public 
works department of the county 
were Homer Gullatt, former legis- 
lator from old Campbell county 
and now employed in the tax of- 
fice of Fulton county; Judges Eu- 
gene D. Thomas and Paul S. Eth- 
eridge, of Fulton county superior 
courts; Walter B. Stewart, and 
Tull Waters, former chairmen of 
the Fulton county’ commission;

The county income for the year

Commission members contend 
that they have expended about 
$1,000,000 this year in major capi- 
tal outlays and that this fund 
could be devoted in 1939 to paying 
off the $852,693 difference be- 
tween 1938 receipts and 1938 oper- 
ating costs.
